Considered Many Bills for 
Promotion of Health 
Legislation. 


Full of information and inspiration 
which will doubtless m ean much in 
the public health work of the city 
during the coining year, «Health Oifl- 
cer E. J. Schwartz and Joseph Chi»- 
holm, of the board of health, have 
just returned home from Columbus, 
where they attended »Thursday and

cipal boards in Ohio. 
Dr. Schwartz stated Saturday m orn­ 
ing that a splendid address was made 
by Governor Willis during the meet­ 
ing, and that many m atters of inter­ 
est were considered during the two- 
days’ session.

Ohio Public Health federation, he had 
the pleasure of considering a number 
of bills which will shortly he intro­ 
duced in the general assem bly, with 
a view to improving public health 
conditions throughout the state. 
He stated that for the first time a 
1 regular lobby is being m aintained at 
1 Columbus, through the federation and 
allied organizations, for the promo­ 
tion of health legislation.

(.bills, provides for inclusion of vital 
statistics as a part of the state nealth 
board's work. 
Another would put the 
j Mt- Vernon sanitorium under its ju r­ 
isd ictio n , and still another provides! 
i for the appointment of district health 
: officers, whose function it would bei 
to Improve health conditions in the 
village and country districts where 
up to the present time comparatively 
little constructive or preventive work 
has been done.

INTERESTING SUGGESTIONS IN 
PRESENTING ANNUAL REPORT 


Dairy cows owned by the members 
or the Balem Cow T e h association 
averaged 308.3 pounds of butter each 
for the year beginning January 26, 
1914, and netted to their owners an 
average profit of $42.53, accord.ng to 
reports submitted Friday afternoon at 
the annual session of the association. 
,The local association began work 
with 258 cows and closed with 20.*. 
One hundred and ninety-eight cows 
went through the entire test. 
Dur.ng 
the past year the best cow In the 
association gave a net profit of $80.61, 
and the poorest but $1.84, while tbe 
production of butter-fat by these tw o 1 
animals was 413.2 and 133.1 pounds, 
respectively. 
In commenting upon the reports 
submitted. William H, Larey, official 
tester 
for 
the 
assoeiat on, 
bad a 
number of Interesting suggestions to 
offer, and declared that, one of the 
chief obstacles to high m lk and but­ 
ter production was the fact that much 
I of tbe silage used was inferior. Some 


was cut too green and had molded, 
and when the cows secured a ration 
of this deteriorated silage their pro­ 
duction was seen to fail off rapidly. 
The silage question was »t il fur­ 
ther discuss* d at this meeting by Mr. 
White, who is in charge of registry 
of m erit work for Jersey rattle in 
Ohio.

Dairy cows owned by the members 
of the Salem Cow T e ll association 
averaged 308.3 pounds of butter each 
for the year beginning January 26, 
1914, and netted to their ow ne rs an 
average profit of $42-53, according to 
reports submitted Friday afternoon at 
the annual session of the association. 
,The local association began work 
with 258 cows and closed with 20.j. 
One hundred and ninety-eight cows 
went through the entire test. 
Dur.ng 
the past year the best cow in the 
association gave a net profit of $86.61, 
and the poore-t but $¡.84, wb.le the 
production of butter-fat by these two 
animals was 443.2 and 133.1 pounds, 
respectively.

for 
the 
association, 
had a 
number of interesting suggestions to 
offer, and declared that one of the 
chief obstacles to high m l k and but­ 
ter production was the fact that much 
l of the silage used was Inferior. Some

of this deteriorated silage their pro­ 
duction was seen to fall off rapidly. 
The silage question was st.ll fur­ 
ther discussed at this meeting by Mr. 
White, who is in charge of registry 
of m erit work for Jersey cattle in 
Ohio. 
In his opinion, field corn rath ­ 
er than ensilage corn should be used 
in this section of the state for the 
production of silage, as it m atures 
earlier and is hence much less liable 
to be cut too green and spoil in stor 
age.

33,000 persons under 21 years of age 
killed or injured while trespassing on 
railways of the United States from 
1901 to 1910, enough to make a mile 
post for ev ery mile around the world 
While deaths to trespassers upon 
railway property were held down to 
alm ost nothing In Europe and Can 
ada and greatly reduced In certain 
of our states, 14 times as many per 
sons who had no business to be in 
danger were killed by the cars In the 
United States in 1913 as the number 
of passengers killed. 
England has since 1868 p r o h i b i t e d 
any unauthorized person to be upon 
railroad property under penalty of $10 
fin«. The law is enforced. American 
travelers abroad, accustomed to free 
and easy habits, stray upon rights of 
way and are surprised as well as 
grieved to he grabbed instanter and 
hustled before a magistrate, who re­ 
lieves them of a part of their surplus 
and sends them on, chastened and 
wondering at the '‘beautiful system ” 
The difference between England and 
the United States in this respect Is 
shown by the results. 
From 1901 to 
1910, inclusive, In tho United States 
60,025 trespassers were killed, and 
In the United Kingdom 4,434; In the 
United States 53,427 injured, and in 
the United Kingdom 1,315 
Progress toward enactm ent of laws 
providing effective penalties and to 
ward conviction and sentences 
for 
those Who wilfully expose themselves 
to danger la slowly spreading, whih 
loss of life and damage a« affecting 
railways is increasing.
